Readlvo, Pa., Nov. a— A frightful and 
fatal boiiar egploeiQa oe enrr ed near Btete 
hall, this ccupty, at 6 o^etook Friday ssora 
lag. A traction engine used tor thrsihing 

on tba farm of Junas Rpoyd, e.^ploded Ite 
boiler, hurling <l<'st r u-'tion in evry direc- 
tion. Five persons were instantly killed end 
three others wara probably fatally iajared» 
The killed are: 

William ReV)er, aged sixteen years. 
Joseph Macbemer, aged fonrt< en yeara 
John Marberger, agent sixteen yeara 
Joseph Spayd, aged thirty -five yeora 

Iram Dunkeloerger. 
The injured are: 

Joseph Rie^el, Oeorge Hinnerschitatr, and 
several oihers whose names have not yet 

been learned. 

Young Macbemer wa^ blown through the 
weatherboarding of the barn aud crushed 
beyond recognition. Gaorge Hinnerkchltser 
was thrown ona hundrtd yards by tba foroe 
of tba explosion, and cannot llva.
